The Farm Secu ity Administration, 
throu gh Federal Land Banks, and the 
Farm Secu rity Administration plan 
to lend farmers approximately $75,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year which be­ 
gan Ju ly 1 to make dowm payments 
on 25,000 farms. 
Department of 
Agricu ltu re su r­ 
veys showed tenancy increased by 
40.000 a year between 
19 33 
and 
19 35. 
Officials said the nu mber was 
abou t the same in 193<f and 19 37. 
They estimatd 43 ou t of every 100 
farmers till land in which they have 
no equ ity. 


AID TO NEARLY 2,000 


The Farm Credit Administration— 
the farm cou nterpart of

Federal Hou sing Administration — 
reported it is helping nearly 2,000 
farmers ‘ climb the agricu ltu ral lad­ 
der” to land ownership each month. 
The FCA has financed the pu r­ 
chase of 55,000 farms since its crea­ 
tion by Congress in 19 35. 
The 12 
Federal Land Banks advanced $130,- 
000,000 in long-term loans to make 
the pu rchases possible. 
“Despite lower farm commodity 
prices the demand for loans to make 
the ju mp to ownership is abou t as 
heavy this year as at any time since 
the u pswing in farm pu rchasing be­ 
came noticeable in 19 35,” F. F. HiU, 
FCA depu ty governor, said. 


FUND OF 25 MILLION READY 


The Farm 
Secu rity 
Administra­ 
tion, which has $25,000,000 for the 
pu rpose, estimated it 
wou ld 
help 
5.000 farmers pu rchase homes this 
fiscal year. 
Last year it aided in 
the pu rchase of 2,000 farms. 
Officials said the FSA has money 
to help only abou t one ou t of every 
100 tenants who want to bu y farms. 
The FSA has 
$200,000,000 
for 
farm aid this year. 
Congress appro­ 
priated $175,000-,000 for grants and 
loans other than farm pu rchases. Of­ 
ficials said “arou nd” $150,000,000 
wou ld be available as loans and that
